United States judges for Illinois 
which passed the Senate last week 
! and the House of Represenatives yes­ 
terday , is of considerable interest to 
lawyers and litigants in this part of 
the state.

Among other things there is created 
a western division of the Northern 
District of Illinois, embracing the 
following counties: 
Boone, Winne­ 
bago, Stephenson, 
Jo Daviess, Carroll, 
Ogle, Lee and Whiteside. 
The court 
for this division, both circuit and 
district, will be held at the city of 
Freeport, there being two terms a 
year, on the third Mondays of April 
and October. There will be a deputy 
marshal and deputy clerk for this 
.(.ivision, who will reside at Freeport. 
All litigation oyer which the United 
States courts have jurisdiction, and 
which arises in the counties above 
| named, will hereafter be tried at Free­ 
port, instead of at Chicago as at pres­ 
ent. 
This will include all bank- 
I ruptcy cases, and 
after the 
new 
deputy clerk has been installed at 
Freeport all petitions in bankruptcy 
from the counties in this district will 
have to be sent to Freeport for filing 
with the clerk. 
The act will be in 
force as soon as it is signed by the 
President, which will be before the 
adjournment of Congress, but it is 
probable that it will be several weeks 
before the 
necessary 
arrangements 
can be made for the transaction of 
business in the new division. 
This change will be of great benefit 
to the attorney s and other parties in­ 
terested in litigation in the United 
States court, and Senator Cullom and 
Congressman 
H itt are entitled to 
great credit for the interest th at they 
have taken in the matter and the re­ 
sults which they have been able to 
accomplish.
